Barneveld said a granular 
or pellet-type feed has been 
broadcast on top of the beds 
in the “Pageant of Roses” 
with a cyclone broadcaster, 
so that the food would be 
taken down to the plants’ 
roots by the ensuing water¬ 
ing. 

“Our feeding formula as of 
the moment is still on a trial 
basis,” he added, “but it 
looks as if we are heading 
in the right direction with 
less nitrogen and more phos¬ 
phorus and potash. We be¬ 
lieve much of the excellent 
color and keeping qualities 
in our plants’ present blooms 
are a result of this feeding.” 

The rosarian pointed out 
that mildew has been espe¬ 
cially bad this year, requir¬ 
ing spraying several times to 
keep a garden free of It. 

"At first we thought it 
might be a combination of 
the heat, the smog and the 
particular spray we were 
using,” van Barneveld said. 
“However, other gardens 
have been having even more 
trouble with mildew. So far 
the foliage on the plants In 
our garden is excellent on 
almost all varieties. Wash¬ 
ing off the plants regularly 
and using preventive spray¬ 
ing for mildew helped us the 
most in keeping ahead of 
trouble.
